and the possibility of an adjourn- 
ment of the special session this week 
was completely blasted. 


Three substitutes to the Goodland 


bill and two other amendments dis- 
closed that the two houses are no- 
where near an early settlement of 
the controversial question of how to 
finance a relief bill, although the 
amount to be approximated seems to 
Tango In the neighborhood of flO,- 
000,000. 


The senate itself was in none too 


harmonious a mood today. 


While it had passed the Goodland 


bill last night by a 17 to 12 vote in 
which conservatives, independents, 
Progressives and. the lone Socialist 
constituted the 
majority it had 


agreed to take up this morning an- 
other bill by Senator Philip Nelson 
of Maple, for $10,000,000. 


Action Blocked 


Senator Goodland, by parliament- 


ary maneuvering, blocked considera 
tion of the Nelson measure until the 
assembly acts, although the, senator 
from: Maples tried unsuccessfully to 
get a vote on the ground that his 
bill might be more acceptable to the 
lower house. 


Th» upshot of the morning ses- 


sions was that, nothing looking to- 
ward a solution will be accomplished 
before next week that some as 
sembly Progressives will Insist upon 
the kind of income taxation request- 
ed by Governor LaPollette and that 
the Goodland compromise has very 
dubious chances of being enacted.

tion of these reports could not be 
obtained. 


Of the three substitutes to the 


Goodland bill, one by Assemblyman 
Charles A. Beggs, Rice Lake Pro- 
gressive, revives the governor's plan 
for taxation of dividends, and 1931 
income surtaxes ranging from one 
to 30 per cent. 


The Goodland bill provided 50 per 


cent Increases In the regular Income 
tax on Individuals and corporations 
computed for 1931, either on the 
actual Incomes for that year or on a 
three-year 
average, 
whichever is 


higher. It allowed deduction of capi- 
tal losses and not tax dividends. It 
increased inheritance taxes over a 
two-year period. 


Another substitute 
which com- 


pletely altered the 
financing sec- 


tions of the Goodland plan marked 
the first concession made by admin- 
istration opponents in the assembly 
on dividend taxation. It was intro- 
duced by Assemblyman Ingolf Ras- 
mus, Chippewa Falls conservative, 
and Cornelius Young, 
Milwaukee 
Democrat. 


The 
Rasmus-Young 
substitute 


doubled the normal income taxes of 
individuals only for 1931, discard- 
ing the three-year average basis of 
«- omputing the taxable income, taxed 
3931 dividends and provided for lev- 
ies on gifts. 
This substitute was 


homewhat similar to the administra- 
tion plan except that It used the 
icgular income tax law as the basis 
for surtaxes Instead of an entire 
new range of rates.

HIGHTOWER GETS 


WE SENTENCE

Kentucky Labor Leader Is 


Convicted in Deaths of 
Four in Evarts Battle 


Mount Sterling, Ky. —G4>)— Wil- 


liam Hlghtower, Harlan-co 
labor 


leader, was convicted of murder con- 
spiracy by a jury in circuit court 
here today. His sentence was fixed 
at life imprisonment. 


The verdict was the same as that 


given. William B. Jones, secretary of 
the miners union at Evarts of which 
Hightower was 
president. 
Jones, 


first of nearly thirty defendants in 
the case, was convicted Dec. 10. 


Hightower, 77 years old and for 


40 years a coal digger, heard the 
verdict read without emotion. The 
jury took his case late yesterday and 
deliberated in all about two hours 
and 40 minutes. 


The trials, ten of which were sent 


here on change of venue, followed 
clashes in the Harlan-co coal fields, 
culminating In fighting at Evarts in 
which four men were killed. High- 
tower, Jones and others were charg- 
ed with having plotted the deaths 
of deputy sheriff-mine guards In fur- 
therance of their attempts to union- 
ize the southeastern Kentucky coal 
fields. All denied the charges. 


Members of the Jury said they 


took only one vote and that was this 
morning and that all favored convic- 
tion with life imprisonment. 


Under Kentucky law the jury fix- 


es the penalty. Judge Henry R. Pre- 
witt had given it only three possible 
verdicts, conviction with the death 
sentence or life, or acquittal. A life 
prisoner is eligible to parole after 
eight and a half years.

;he detective was "all right." 


The investigator said he asked 


Slumbers what he knew of the slay- 
ing of Robert Carr, the deputy, 
whose body was 
found near the 


"arm-on which the distillery was 
found and which the government 
claims was owned by another de- 
fendant, former State's Attorney 
Robert W. Besse of Whiteside-co. 


He said Blumberg told him to look 


'or Clarence "Sonny" Epson of Clin- 
ton, whom.the alleged Iowa bootleg- 
ger described as a rum runner whom 
lie had discharged because he sus- 
pected him of "hi-jacking" a load of 
his liquor. Epson is also a defend- 
ant. 


"I'll give you the name of a Ne- 


braska bootlegger to whom Epson 
delivered liquor and you can

Epson that way," he quoted Blum- 
berg as saying. 


Epson was subsequently arrested, 


McKee said, and admitted having 
been employed, by Blumberg to de- 
liver his alcohol "but denied he had 
any connection with the slaying or 
that he had robbed Blumberg of the 
liquor.

McKee said he told Blumberg- he 


suspected Cooper of connection with 
the slaying of Carr and that Blum- 
berg told him Cooper was "too yel- 
low for that." 


Federal Judge Walter C. Lindley, 


ruling- on objections of defense coun- 
sel to bringing the murder angle in- 
to the trial, cautioned McKee to com 
fine his testimony only to liquor ac- 
tivities. 


Returning: to the interview with 


Blumberg, McKee said the alleged

development of dried hog's stomac 
as, a substitute for liver in treat- 
ment of the disease. Hog's stomach, 
known as ventriculin, was announc- 
ed by the institute In 1929 and was 
widely accepted in the medical pro- 
fession as being much more concen- 
trated and less odious to the patient 
than liver. The new treatment prom- 
ises to excell both previous methods 
in benefits to sufferers. 


Four to six injections of the new 


extract into the veins of a pernici- 
ous anemia sufferer have restored 
the blood count to normal. After the 
blood has been replenished with red 
corpuscles, it is possible to maintain 
this state by single Injections at in- 
tervals of from four to six weeks. It 
is not necessary that the patient be 
confined to a hospital for this treat- 
ment, the doctors said, as general 
practitioners soon will be supplied 
with the extract. 


Previous to the discovery that eat- 


ing liver would relieve 
pernicious 


'anemia, sufferers were doomed 
to 


almost certain death. 
To regain, 


health under the first treatment it 
was necessary, to eat about a half 
pound of liver a day for five or six 
weeks and to continue on a slightly 
reduced diet for an indefinite peri- 
od. The patients revolted against 
this constant liver diet. 


The newly discovered method of 


treatment relieves the sufferer from 
any necessity of dieting and renders 
him comparatively free from con- 
stant medical attention.

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JUSTICE HOLMES GOES 


"The time has come, and I bow to 


the 
inevitable," 
said 
Mr. Justice 


Holmes in resigning the Supreme 
Court judgeship which he has held 
since President Roosevelt appointed 
him about thirty years ago. 


Alas, he spoke the truth. This noble 


old man who was wounded in the Civil 
war nearly seventy years ago and who 
has been a model soldier all his life 
now finds it impossible, despite strong 
heart and clear mind, to climb the few 
steps to take his place on the bench. 


The inexorable law of laws at the 


direction of the Judge of judges takes 
its toll. But it is a just law for it is 
applied in the case of every beinr; who 
lives. Prince and pauper, sage and 
bum, 
sinner and saint, find one law 


that no ingenuity can avoid, no ca.suist- 
ry overcome, no pity subdue nor smil- 
ing grace delay. 


The life of Justice Holmes is enti- 


tled to much more than passing notice, 
not merely as a personal tribute for 
a worthy and moral career of grand 
proportions but because the record he 
leaves in the imperishable decisions of 
the supreme court will affect the lives 
of the millions. 


There may, and doubtless will be, a 


thousand and one attempts to analyze 
or explain his calm and penetrating 
understanding of the many-sidedness 
of men and of truth and of his disin- 
terested detachment in cultivating tol- 
erance for the rights of others even 
when he must have disdained the way 
they were using or -abusing those 
rights. 


He fought hard and consistently to 


prevent a narrow or rigid construction 
of the constitution. To him it was the 
great finger that pointed the general 
direction of human progress but he ab- 
horred the thought that it might be 
used to stifle the aspirations of an ac- 
tive, intelligent, resourceful people. He 
refused to become alarmed at every 
little experiment made to the side of 
the straight path. 


Even before the final shadows have 


fallen he has been linked every- 
where with Marshall, the two of 
whom now stand in our judiciary 
much as Washington and Lincoln 
stand in the executive branch of the 
government. 


Marshall has been dead these hun- 


dred years but it was his careful and 
patient hand that rocked the cradle 
and tended the youth of our American 
judicial system, 
markedly 
different 


in many substantial ways than ever 
before brought into existence, and, 
we are lead to believe, exactly patter- 
ned to our needs, aspirations and tem- 
peraments. 


Holmes' greatest contribution to the 


already rich literature of the judiciary 
was an insistence of more responsibil- 
ity upon the people and therefore the 
legislative branch of the government, 
and that only when the 
legislature 


plainly went beyond the constitutional 
mandates that came from the people 
must the judgment of the court be used 
to avoid its acts. 
Although he an- 


nounced this doctrine in a multitude 
of different ways it may be as accur- 
ately understood in the following sent- 
ence as from any: 


"Great 
constitutional 
provisions 


must be administered with caution. 
Some play must be allowed for the 
joints of the machine, and it must be 
remembered that legislatures are ul- 
timate guardians of the liberties and 
welfare of the people in quite as great 
a degree as the courts." 


While Justice Holmes was still a 


young man and unknown to the world 
his father, distinguished poet and au- 
thor, wrote a poem which turned out 
to be somewhat prophetic of his son's 
career and within whose happy lines 


^ may be the key of Holmes' success. 
*llcie are two of the verses: 


"You've won the great world's cn- 


' 
\iecl prize, 


\- 
And grand you look in people's eyes, 


> 
With H O N . and L L D. 


^ 
In big brave letters fair to 


Your fist old fellow! off they go!— 
How are you Bill? How ate you Joe? 


"You've won the judge's ermined 


robe; 


You've taught your name to half the 


globe; 


You've sung mankind a deathless 


strain; 


You've made the dead past live 
. again ; 
The world may call you what it 


will, 


But you and I are Joe and Bill." 
There ran through Justice Holmes 


a deep and saving sense of humor. 
We do not mean humor that is de- 
noted in laughter but in those unsee- 
able smiles that lie.down deep, help 
men to make a just appraisement of 
themselves as well as of others, the 
sort of humor that is an element of 
genius. 
Had the kaiser and others 


responsible for the late war a sense of 
humor so they might have 
made a 


just appraisement of their own abject 
littleness, the World war would never 
have been written into history. 


Some years ago a friend and admir- 


er produced a book entitled "The 
Dissenting Opinions of Mr. Justice 
Holmes," to indicate his view of the 
gigantic controversies decided by the 
supreme tribunal adversely to his 
opinion. 
Strange to say Justice 


Holmes did not like that. _ He did not 
care to be known in history as an ob- 
structionist. 
He never admired the 


tactics of a mere blocker. 
He knew 


_that the humble man who built 
nothing more in the world 
than a 


mousetrap was more valuable to hu- 
manity than a destructive reformer. 
He indicated to the author of that 
book that he would prefer to be known 
for what he had built and not what 
he had opposed,—hence, the publica- 
tion later of "Representative Opin- 
ions of Mr. Justice Holmes." 


His great loss should inspire the 


President to fill the /vacancy with an- 
other Holmes.

The newspapers have formed anoth-

his cheese" the senator keeps an eye 
on the main thing. 
Well, a man 


cannot be expected to denounce very 
much on an empty belly. 


Since the press associations are 


sending out news of committee hear- 
ings concerning prohibition, .an ugly 
intrigue, says the senator, is afoot 
to give "disgusting publicity" to what 
is going on. 


Perhaps we have always had some 


Brookhart in the senate, not by name 
of course but equally vitriolic in his 
accusations against those who Avith- 
out such a brilliant mentality, are not 
able to think as he does. 
It is enough 


to merely 
differ with the senator. 


Those who do are therefore cooking 
up low conspiracies, reaching down 
with underhanded practices, concoct- 
ing hellish plots, 
planning 
murder, 


arson, treason and other lesser forms 
of skullduggery. 


But there is one sweet breath aris- 


ing over the landscape because, so 
passing strange and yet beatific are 
the ways of Providence, that pure and 
unsoiled men of the Brookhart type 
will always find honest causes to es- 
pouse and clean and virtuous elements 
with which to associate even 
while 


they mix a blend of invective to 
sprinkle upon the infernal creatures of 
the nether regions.

Deserving place among the noteworthy speci-

educed or lowered by means of 
ledicines, diet or other pressure-re-

prorse off in every respect. In many 
ondltions an increased blood pres- 
sure is necessary to maintain a fair- 
y efficient circulation and it is rath- 
r a calamity for such patients iC 
he blood pressure falls to or nearly 
9 low as the usual normal of indi- 
iduals of ordinary health. 
In England where rank specialism 


s less popular with the wiseacre 
ublic than it Is here, Drs. I, Har- 
is and C. L. Pratt ask right'out in 
the Lancet "Should High Blood Pres- 
sure Be Reduced," and then 
they 


report their observations on 
the 


ffects 
of pressure-reducing medi- 


ines in 22 cases. They found that 
tie water-excretion function of 
the 


iidneys was depressed by such medi- 
ines. 
Besides the patients whose 


lood pressures were reduced by 


medicines had retention of urea, or 
.onprotein nitrogen, phosphates and 
hlortdes and the alkali-reserve in 
he blood was 
lowered.

ban is reduction produced by medi- 
ines which act upon the arteries or 
arterioles. 


In most cases when the blood pres 


:ure rises above the usual or "nor- 
mal" and remains constantly above 
he usual pressure, this is a com- 
pensatory 
reaction, 
necessary 
to 


maintain circulation in spite of the 
condition which taxes tre circula- 
ion. 
Attacking the high blood pres- 


sure without careful consideration 
of the condition underlying it is as 
loollsh as it -would be to resort to 
drugs or baths or other remedies to 
ower fever without regard for the 
sickness that causes it. If in some 
cases the physician labels the high 
blood pressure "essential" or "Idio- 
pathic" that is Just his expensive 
way of saying he doesn't know what 
causes It in your case, and you'd be 
just too trusting if you allowed such 
a doctor to experiment with treat 
ment, diatetic, physical, medicinal 
or whatnot.

Well d > they know that within min- 
utes after such an utterance chan- 
cellories of foreign countries would 
be busily stuping the remarks. 


Such expressions as 
those are 


given out only after the most care- 
ful study, involving perhaps end- 
less conferences.

nia's experiment In providing Idle 
men with constructive work without 
wages to tide them through the 
winter without being dependent up- 
on charity Is working out splendidly 
according to Rexford S. Black, sec- 
retary of the California Forest Pro- 
tective association and on* of three 
members of the governor's executive 
committee In charge- of the undertak- 
ing.Sixteen camps, well scattered from 
Humboldt-co In the north to San 
Diego-co In the south, are now be- 
ing operated, housing close to two 
thousand men. About seven hundred 
men were taken to the camps from 
various sections of the 
state last 


week, and additional camps will be 
opened as necessary to take care of 
new arrivals. The Influx of Itiner- 
ants from other states has dropped 
from 1,256 daily to 640. 
The camps are located where the 


men can be employed building trails 
and forest roads and otherwise aid- 
ing protection of forests and water- 
sheds. Attending at the camp is en- 
tirely voluntary, and only the able 
bodied willing to work are admit- 
ted. At little expense to the State 
or local communities ample fare is 
provided; the men 
occupy rough 


housing that Is available, sometimes 
after 
considerable repair 
work. 


Equipment is provided from many 
sources, including the forest servic- 
es, contracting firms, army, navy 
and national guard. No wages are 
paid. 
Many Fine Men 
"I have been much impressed," 


Mr. Black stated to the writer, "with 
the type of men in the camps. There 
are college graduates, many high 
school graduates, men of fine char- 
acter and habits. The personnel ev- 
en includes two former army cap- 
tains, men 
who faced the . winter 


without resources and are happy to 
be able to work in the 
open for 


board and lodging until things pick 
up."There have been absolutely no 
disturbances, and no annoyances to 
ranchers or other residents of the 
camp neighborhoods. There immedi- 
ately developed a fine spirit of fel- 
lowship and a willingness to help 
each other. On a few occasions camp 
residents have been able to earn a 
few dolars through an unexpected 
opportunity. The few dollars have 
gone at once into the camp 'kitty' 
for 1£e benefit of all. Any disputes 
that have come up have been set- 
tled by -the men themselves in their 
'kangaroo' courts. And the state has 
been receiving more work than it 
would from paid employes." 


The camps were organized partic- 


ularly to take care of out of state 
unemployed, thousands 
of 
whom 


have flocked to California this win- 
ter. Local communities were in a po- 
sition to aid their own idle but were 
not able to provide aid for Incomers. 
The state through the labor camp 
undertook this task, promising out 
of state visitors food and shelter on- 
ly in case they would work for it. 


The camps are well suppiied with 


equipment, but are in need of more 
clothes, particularly work shoes, un- 
derwear, overalls and heavy shirts, 
to supply which donations are de- 
pended on. 
. The recent heavy storms held up 
the work of the men In the camps" 
and kept out new arrivals for a 
while recently, but recruits are again 
entering the camps, none of which 
aro under snow.

A year ago his commun- 
ication with, the spirits resulted in 
71 predictions, many of the most im- 
portant of which failed to material- 
ize—including those foretelling the 
end of prohibition and the death of 
Mussolini. 


This year Pastor Morrow let It be 


known that he was limiting the num- 
ber of his forecasts in order to 
increase his batting average. Past 
failures he explained on the ground 
that if they already had not occur- 
red they would do so shortly. 


Sailing full tilt into Important ev- 


ents for 1932, Morrow predicted that 
the security markets would head up 
in February or March. China and 
Japan, he said, were to settle the 


Manchuriain dispute durlns Febru- 
ary, with many other world adjust- 
ments in the offing. 


Among them were a. Rumanian- 


embroilment and disturbance in Rus- 
sia which "might bring about a 
change in government. 
Sees Pope Near Death 


The various ailments which are to 
attack prominent persons this year, 
h© predicted, would not spare the 
Pope at Rome, who was seen to be 
"very near death." Red uprisings 
were to occur in this country, while 
a revelation handed to him by the 
spirit voice about the federal govern- 
ment was to delicate to pass along.

mankind from remote antiquity and 
is far from rare, yet it is likely that 
not one person in 10,000 has ever 
witnessed it, 


St. Elmo's fire Is a first cousin of 


lightning. It occurs chiefly in thun- 
dery weather and is a brush dis- 
charge of electricity, in the shape of 
small jets and flames, chiefly from 
pointed objects, including lightning 
rods, the masts and spars of vessels, 
the angles of roofs, etc. 


The discharge is accompanied by 


a hissing or crackling sound which 
is sometimes heard in the daytime, 
when the "fire" itself is invisible on 
account of its comparatively feeble 


luminosity. The discharge also oc- 
curs In enow storms and dust 
storms. 


Since most of the •well-known de- 


scriptions of St. Elmo's fire relate to 
its appearance at sea, the impression 
prevails, outside, of scientific circles, 
that it is exclusively or chiefly 
a 


marine phenomenon. As a matter of 
fact, however, it Is much more com- 
mon and also more striking in its 


i manifestations on mountains than 
! anywhere else. In this country it Is 
well known on the higher slopes of 
the Rockies and the Sierras. 


It occurs, however, on lowlands as 


well as In mountainous regions, and 


' in all latitudes. The Egyptian pyra- 


i mids are occasionally adorned with 


j it, and some brilliant displays have 
been seen during bllzzanls in the 
Antarctic. 


At sea the discharges sometimes 


take the form of one or two star-like 
objects at the trucks of the masts or 
the tips of the yardarms, but occa- 
sionally the spars, rigging ami other 
parts of the ship are lighted up with 
a great number of stationary or 
moving flames, producing a weird 
spectacle. Many superstitions have 
prevailed among sailors.

Will Like 
Rain, Snow

There is something 
inviting 
to 


childhood in the rain and snow. The 
wind has no terrors for them. They 
run into the dopest puddles, plunge 
into- the snowdrifts, race with the 
wind and shout in the face of the 
gale. For this they need stout boots 
and coats that 
defy the weather. 


They need caps that 
cover 
their 


ears and warm wool mittens to pro- 
tect their hands. 


Raincoats are not as necessary as 


the woolen coats that shed snow and 
rain. 
They are nice if you have 


them but nothing to grieve about it 
you can't. The teacher will be just 
as srlad if there are no raincoats. 
The clothing is bothersome even at 
its minimum and when it is tripled 
and multiplied in rubbers and ga- 
loshes and mittens, it becomes a 
nightmare. 
Reduce the amount to 


the necessities and mark each piece. 


Coats and caps are very 
much 


alike. The children cannot tell their 
own and quarrels are frequent. If 
you make a linen label and stitch Jt 
into each garment .there will no 
trouble of that sort. You won't find 
your child coming home with some- 
body else's coat or hat. Write the 
name of the owner, his classroom 
number and his grade in each rub- 
ber, and on the label lor each mit- 
ten or glove.

Rubbers are a great nuisance. 


Children dislike them because they 
are hard to put on and 
take off, 


they dirty their hands and there is 
no way to wash them. They get lost 
and have to be chased 
They are 


heavy on tho feet and warm in the 
bargain. Unless there is necessity 
for them let them go by. A pair of 
stout shoes will 
keep their 
feet 


warm and dry except in extraordi- 
nary weathei. 


Stockings 
are 
important 
on 


stormy days. They ought to be wool 
if you can manage it. Wool keeps 
the feet warm when cotton fails. If 
there is no wool to be had do the 
best you can. 
The 
child's 
feet 


should be bathed in warm 
water, 


well rubbed and powdered, and a 
pair of stout stockings pulled on— 
by himself of course. Then a pair 
of shoes that withstand the weath- 
er, a sturdy overcoat and cap and 
mittens and he is ready for

fastenings an* flung It with all his 
force on a struggling mass beneath 
him in the auditorium. "Kill him!' 
came" muffled from the snarl ol 
lighters. A rush of reinforcements 
from the platform swept us aside 
Fists Impacted on flesh. The police 
broke through the door and 
the 
"evening of 
discussion" 
between 


National Socialists and the Com 
jonunists came to an end. 
The night before, an 
American 


banker had called up to ask If he 
should send his family out of Ger 
inany; what would happen 
when 


Hitler cam* to power? 
I recom 


mended that he visit a Nazi-Corn 
munist "discussion" and form there 
his opinion. 
Instructive also is the list of dead 


and wounded in political conflict in 
Germany. Forty wounded every day 
In the year and one dead every other 
day of the year is the average to 
date, according to figures furnished 
by the respective belligerents. 


"Are we going to have civil war?' 


inquired one German. 
"We already have civil war," was 


the answer. 
Between tha National 
Socialists 


and Communists are a good many 
common chaacteristics, 
but 
the 
strongest mutual attribute Is hatred 
For both parties hatred is the funda 
mental motive force. 


The Nazis bate In about the fol 


lowing order: 
•1. Communists. 
2. Jews. 
3. Socialists. 
4. France and her allies. 
5. Tha Treaty of Versailles. 
The Communists hate In about th< 


following order: 
1. National Socialists. 
2. Police. 
8. Socialists. 
4. Capitalists and the! rallies. 
5. The Treaty of "Versailles. 


Hate One Another 
Each of the two parties would sing 


of the other as Lissauer did of Eng 
land in his famous "Hymn of Hate,' 
that it might have many 
minor 
hatreds, but its one true, never-dy 
Ing, flawless and eternal hatred was 
for the other. It Is even possible to 
measure their mutual hatred statls 
tically. National Socialist 'headquar 
ters in Berlin report that from Dec 
ember 1, 1930, to December 1, 1931 
seventy-nine National Socialists wen 
shot, stabbed, clubbed or kicked to 
death by Reds. The Ked Bureau for 
Judicial Assistance reports that In 
the same period 103 workers were 
shot, stabbed, clubbed or kicked to 
death-by National Socialists -and bj 
the police, fifty-two by the polio 
and fifty-one by the Nazis. 
This makes a total of 182 killed in 


action for the Swastika Banner and 
the Red Flag during twelve months 
But It Is only a fraction of the total 
casualties. 
According to Natlona' 


Socialist headquarters 
there 
have 


been wounded In political affrays 
during the last twelve months about 
6,500 Nazis. The Reds report wound 
ed during that period 9,600. 
The 


wounds range all the way from brok- 
en noses to broken backs, from flesh 
wounds to permanent crippling. 


If all these casualties fell on one 


day, with a headline reading "Nazis 
Communists battle; 182 dead, 15,000 
wounded," there would be no hest 
tation In denominating the action as 
civil war. Considering that probably 
not 10 per cent of the combatants 
ever saw each other before the bat- 
tle and that nothing personal was 
intended, the warlike character of 
the conflict is plainly established. 


The Nazis have put the matter on 


a business basis and established acci- 
dent Insurance, called "Help for the 
"Wounded." Every member of the 
party is pbllgated to pay 90 cents a 
year premium. If properly paid up 
when caught in an affray he may 
then count upon ?500 being paid to 
his survivors If he Is killed, or ?!,- 
250 to himself If he 13 completely 
and permanently Incapacitated. 
A 


commercial insurance company for- 
merly undertook this business but 
speedily abandoned it when the 
number of injured swallowed up the 
premiums and left a deficit. 


Bitter Against Treaty 


If it were possible with absolute 


accuracy to weigh each of the ten 
chief hatreds of the National Social- 
ists and of the Communists it might 
be possible therefrom to deduce the 
future of Germany. For the outside 
world it la important to note, how- 
ever, that the 12,000,000 National 
Socialists and the 6,000,000 Com- 
munists unite in two hatreds: of the 
Socialists and of the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles. The National Socialists hate 
the Socialists because the Socialists 
do not hate the Treaty of Versailles 
sufficiently to satisfy the National 
Socialists. The Communists hate the 
Socialists because the Socialists do 
not hate the National Socialists suf- 
flcently for the Communists. 
But 


both National Socialists and Com- 
munists hate the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles and the whole population of 
Germany hates the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles. The only difference In opin- 
ion among all Germans about the 
Treaty of Versailles is in the meth- 
od to be employed to get rid of it, 
and the significant characteristic of 
the Nazi and Communist methods is 
that both propose to get rid of it by 
force. 


"With Scheringer against the Ver- 
sailles Treaty" was a hugo red ban- 
ner stretched across the side of the 
hall for the Nazi Communist "eve- 
ning of discussion." 
The banner 


plainly told the evening was under 
the auspices of the 
Communists. 


Scheringer, young lieutenant of the 
Reichswehr, 
wag, until a 
few 


months ago, a National Socialist 
hero. He Is today a Communist hero. 


As an active officer in the Relchs- 


wehr Lieutenant Scheringer had vio- 
lated discipline by propagating Na- 
tional Socialism among his brother 
officers. He was arrested last year 
ard after a spnsation.il tr;a! fen- \ 
tcncccl to a term of fortress oonfine- 
mefit. Suddenly, from his cell, he is- j 


sued a statement that be had turned 
Communist, that be was convinced 
that only a Red Germany could re 
gain its freedom. Fifteen brother 
officers and ex-officers joined him. 
Conveniently for the authorities he 
made an attempt to escape. Immedi- 
ately he was transferred from the 
comparative liberty of fortress con- 
finement to Jail. His conversion to 
Communism had fired the imagina- 
tion of young Germany, lured very 
little by the promises of a Com- 
munist economic system, but long- 
ing for national freedom. In his cell 
the authorities announced they had 
found preparations for another jail 
break. He was put In solitary. But 
his name is a Red slogan. 


Underneath the banner that bore 


it sat BOO Communists and perhaps 
200 National Socialists. Around the 
periphery of. the hall, down the 
aisles and In front of the platform 
stood 
another 
100 
Communist 


youths, one-time members of the 
forbidden "Red Front Bund," now 
reorganized as "The Fighting Bund 
Against Fascism." 


On the lapel of the leader of the 


Red guard was a silver fist. The 
young centurion gave a sharp com- 
mand. One hundred fists 
doubled 


tightly and "Hell Moscow! Hell Mos- 
cow! 
Hell 
Moscow!" 
opened the 


meeting. 


The 
200 
National 
Socialists 


squirmed, but 
did nothing. 
They 


were outnumbered two to one. For 
two hours they sat and listened to 
a Communist speaker 
debate the 


question "Are the National Social- 
ists national; are they Socialist?" 


Tha Red Guards stood and glow' 


ered at the Nazis. "Stalin lives in 
the palace of the Czar," shouted one 
Nazis, unable to control 
himself. 


Fifty Red Guards leaped to their 
feet and a sound like the growling 
of savage animals come from their 
throats. "Yes," shouted 
the Com- 


munists' speaker ironically, "and 
Stalin is learning the Rumba." 
"Hitler," yelled a Red Guard, "is 


living In the Brown House, calls his 
party a XAbor Party." The hundred 
Red Guards , leaned 
threateningly 


forward and dared 
the Nazis to 


deny it. 


Above this level of debate came 
the 
concluding sentence 
of the 


Communist speaker, 
hurled 
with 


malice aforethought at his National 
Socialist listeners: 
"Do you want 


to know when the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles will be destroyed? When the 
Red flag waves from Vladivostock 
to" the Rhine, and a Red Army 
stands at the French frontier." 


The words had a familiar ring. I 
had heard them last from the In- 
terlectual leader of a group that 
stands near, not to the Communists, 
but to the National Socialists. 
I 


heard them from a German Nation 
alist leader. I had heard them from 
,an ex-officer representative of many 
of his caste. "The Red Army on the 
Rhine." It had a swing to it and 
a menace for France. But how 
about the menace for Germany? 


Granted an hour to reply, a Na- 


tional Socialist speaker rejected the 
"Red Army on the Rhine," denied 
that Hitler had any 
intention o£ 


making friends with France, assert- 
ed that "We shall only treat with 
France when. Germany under Na- 
tional Socialism has become strong 
enough to win back all that has 
been taken from us, to win back our 
national self-respect, our 
national 


rights. We shall tear up the Ver- 
sailles Treaty without 
any 
Red 
Army." 


"Hell," he shouted, "Hell Hitler!" 
Up went 200 hands, palms out, In 
the Fascist salute, and thrice "Hell 
Hitler" rang defiantly in the ears 
of the outraged Communists. The 
Red Guards charged up and down 
the aisles. 


Hell Moscow 


Clanging his bell and shouting for 


order, the chairman achieved quiet, 
and the Communist speaker took 
the floor for another hour. 
Four 


solid hours the debate had lasted, 
and the thousand listeners were as 
attentive at the end as at the be- 
ginning. Politics for the German to- 
day is no abstract matter, but one 
of life and death. When people are 
bored by politics It is a time of 
stability. When people sit from 8 
until midnight, devoting their clos- 
est attention and expending their 
emotions on a political discussion, it 
is a time ripe for trouble. 


For the last hour the talk wag all 


of Russia. "Soviet Germany!" cried 
the Communist speaker. "Soviet Eu- 
rope!" From all except the Nation- 
al Socialists came again the triple 
cheer "Hell Moscow!" and the con- 
gregation, standing, struck up the 
Internationale. All the Communists 
bared their heads. The Nazis kept 
their hats 
on. The 
Communists 


knocked them off. With 
swinging 


rubber hllllea tho riot squad charged 
the hall. Outside the siren of po- 
lice trucks bringing the 
reserves 


pierced high above the curses of the 
combatants.

the International*.' Moscow's hymn, 
tho "Battle Sons of the Proletariat," 
began. 


For It is the International, not the 


song, but the Institution, tn« point 
of view, that separate the Nazis and 
the Communists most widely. From 
extreme 
left to extreme right In 


Germany the political »raph is not 
a straight line. It Is a nearly com- 
plete circle. 


Picture a circle with m. narrow 


gap at itg top. To th« left of the 
gap stand the Communists. To the 
right of the gap stand the National 
Socialists. In the gap stands Mos- 
cow. 


Around the circle> from the Soc- 


ial Democrats just below the Com- 
munists, through the Center Party. 
<Catholic), at the bottom of the cir- 
cle, to the Nationalists Just below 
the National Socialists, rang* the 
other parties in Germany. At the 
left the Communists with an esti- 
mated 6,000,000 voters in an election 
today, and the Social Democrats 
with another 6,000.000: at the right 
the National Socialists with their 
12,000,000. 


Twelve million divided "Marxists" 
against 12,000,000 united 
National 
Socialists make It understandable 
why the other ten or twelve million 
of the "bourgeois" parties, still rul- 
ing the Republic, are uneasy over 
an election that would 
transform 


these paper votes into mandates. 


Oppose Present Economic State 
For the outside world on* of the 


most important things to realize 
about the present situation in Ger- 
many is that out of 36,000,000 vot- 
ers, about 24,000,000 National So- 
cialists, 
Communists and 
Social 


Democrats, 
or two-thirds 
of the 


whole, are definitely hostile to the 
present form of economic state. And 
out of the 36,000,000 voters, about 
18,000,000 National Socialists 
and 


Communists are definitely hostile to 
the present form of political state. 


The gap in the circle between the 


National Socialists 
and the Com- 


munists represents Russian control 
of Communism. With a few com- 
mon ideas, but •with many common 
feelings, the masses of the Nazis 
and the Communists, not their lead- 
ers but the masses, are separated to- 
day chiefly by that gap. And the 
truest paradox of German politics is 
that it is the similarity In tha feel- 
ings of the Nazis and the Commun- 
ist masses, and not their hatred of 
one another, that makes them most 
significant for the outside world as 
well as for their own country. 


"With their customary logic, the 


National Socialists declare: "There 
is no internationalism among plants 
nor among animals. Why should 
there be internationalism 
among 
men?" 


But what if Hitler falls 
to ap- 


pease the hunger of the 15,000,000 
Germans who, 
if not 
starving, 


would, nevertheless, at any hour of 
the day, be all too willing 
to sit 


down and devour a square meal— 
the 15,000,000 who, to put it most 
conservative, never have enough of 
the right kind of food? How long, 
then, will the hatred of the two rev- 
olutionary parties for one another 
persist? More specifically, how long 
will the Nazi masses stick to Hitler? 


What the Communists hope, what 


the "bourgeois" 
parties fear and 


what the .National Socialists deny 
will happen Is that 
after 
Hitler 


takes power, falls to alleviate the 
economic woes 
of Germany, 
is 


forced to capitulate to France, can- 
not fulfill most of his promises, the 
masses of the National Socialists 
will desert to the Communists. Uni- 
ted the masses of the Nazis and the 
Communists would make a force Ir- 
resistible. Even If the Communists 
gained only part of the Nazis plus 
a further part of the Social Demo- 
crats, their strength would be cal- 
culably near the revolution point. 
With this hope and at this stage of 
the game the Communist Party of 
Germany has determined 
upon a 


waiting policy, to let Hitler make 
the first move. Much contact with 
Communists, with National Social- 
ists and with Social Democrats has

Up To Bankers 


"While it is recognized that the 


federal 
government 
through 
the 


reconstruction 
finance corporation 


will be subjected to pressure to aid 
states and cities, the bankers who 
usually make 
short or 
long-time 


loans to states and cities will have 
to underwrite or stand back of loans 
of this kind, just as any others made 
through the new corporation, but it 
is explained there is no reason why 
cities and states should not thus get 
the same benefit of loans as indus- 
trial interprises or other companies 
furnishing good collateral.

make loans directly to financial in- 
stitutions only and the single ex- 
ception Is' the $50,000,000 which Is

banking facilities. 


Loans In Farm Areas 


The only justification offered .for 


this exception Is that urban dwellers 
and most farm areas do have bank- 
ing facilities but in many rural sec- 
tions where banks have closed there 
is distress due to tlie fact that no 
banking instrumentalities are avail- 
able near at hand for even ordinary 
transactions. The department of ag- 
riculture already has machinery set 
up for handling loans of this kind, 
having set It In motion In Arkansas 
last year, and it Is interesting to 
note that gradually repayments are 
being made on these loans. 


As for industrial enterprises like 


utilities 'and railroads, manufactur- 
ing establishments and all manner 
of private business, the 
extent to 


which the 
reconstruction 
finance 


corporation can be of aid to them de- 
pends on how good their collateral 
Is and 
how far the 
commercial 


banks are willing to put their own 
resources and names behind 
such 


collateral and assume 
full respon- 


sibility for payment of Interest and 
principal. The mere existence of a 
place where first class loans can be 
rediscounted Is expected to enable 
banks to take care of more of their 
own customers of a class of loans 
that might not be eligible for redis- 
count at the reconstruction finance 
corporation but which nevertheless 
would, In the ordinary course of 
events, 
be made by commercial 
banks.

many cities is going glimmering. 


Milwaukee has financed perma- 


nent improvements, and yet for as 
long as two years has not paid inter- 
est on the bonds. James Barr, grey- 
haired Scotsman and secretary 
of 


the board of estimates, who watches 
the nickels drift into and out of the 
city treasury, holds two 
arrange- 


ments responsible. 


First, city money is in one general 


fund. There are. no strings on any 
dollars Milwaukee owns. It may be 
spent for the health 
department, 


playgrounds or any other city pur- 
pose. Only,in the budget are depart- 
ments held to specific allotments, 
but no debt has claims on any spe- 
cific dollar. 


Reduce Interest 


A permanent improvement may be 


desired. Bonds are authorized 
and 


printed. But when the time comes to 
pay the contractor who effected the 
improvement there may be enough 
in the general fund to meet the bill. 
The contractor gets his money from 
the general fund, Barr explained, 
and not until the fund 
is running 


short, which on occasions 
has not 


occurred for two years, are the im- 
provement bonds sold. 
Meanwhile 


the city has

charges. 


The second arrangement is pro- 


vided for by the tax readjustment 
law, a measure which assures ready 
cash in the general fund.
